1 . Applicant's amendment filed on December 28, 2005 has been entered. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following 
formal matters: 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, (a) the claimed 
encoder in claim 24; (b) the claimed driving source in claim 1 (e.g., paper feed driving 
motor in the specification); (c) the claimed driving source in claim 25 (e.g., paper feed 
driving motor in the specification); and (d) the claimed lever restoring member in claim 
20 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

The examiner has already faxed one set of proposed drawing corrections, 
proposed specification changes and proposed claim changes to applicant's 
representative (Mr. J. Randall Beckers, Reg. No. 30,358) for consideration. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

claimed element in claim 20. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: (a) "storing 
position" on line 9 should be "storage position". While it is noted that line 10 of claim 1 
has already been amended to address this problem, line 9 of claim 1 has not yet been 
amended to correct the same problem. Appropriate correction is required.
